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Supreme Court Sustains Lab Injunctions 


Legal action originated in 1948 finally terminates in complete victory for 
the Chicago Dental Society and the dental health of 
the people of Illinois. 


n March 22, 1956, the Supreme Court of Illinois sustained the Illinois Dental 
Practice Act and ruled in favor of Chicago Dental Society on all points in its 
suit for injunctions against a large group of advertising dental laboratories. 


The court’s ruling leaves no doubt that it is a violation of the Act for any dental 
laboratory to advertise its services or merchandise to the public or to deal directly with 
the public. This includes repair work.. 


The prohibition covers all forms of advertising to the public and specifically in- 
cludes the Red Book, window displays, and newspaper advertising. In four instances, 
where the only evidence against the defendants was that they advertised to the public, 
almost exclusively in the Red Book, the ruling of the trial court in favor of the de- 
fendants was reversed and the Supreme Court held this advertising was sufficient to 
show that the defendants intended to deal directly with the public and, therefore, 
they should be enjoined from so doing. 


Also, the old argument that it is not a law violation if the laboratory makes den- 
tures and sells them directly to the public, as long as a licensed dentist takes the im- 
pression and does the fitting, was exploded. Laboratories are prohibited from dealing 
with the public in any way, shape or form. 


The court held that the legislature may, if it sees fit, insure that responsibility to the 
patient shall not be fragmentary but may be focused upon a member of the profession 
which it regulates. 


Seven years of effort and many thousands of dollars have been invested in this case. 
The precedent thus established can be of inestimable value in further law enforcement 
work. To relax now would be folly. The profession can exploit this victory and move 
rapidly forward,—if it will—John R. Porter.

He with Owen Rall, also a 
member of the firm, have carried the 
brunt of the burden of our suit against 
the illegal practice of dentistry by some 
20 or more dental laboratories and the 
test of the constitutionality of the Dental 
Practice Act to a successful conclusion. 
Were it not for the vision, perseverance 
and limitless faith in the injunctive phase 
of the Dental Practice Act, their clearcut 
interpretation of the Act regarding dental 
laboratories doing business directly with 
the public and appealing to the public 
through the advertising media such as the 


Red Book, newspapers and others, we 
would not now be in the position of hav- 
ing had these beliefs sustained by the 
Supreme Court of the State of Illinois 
and the constitutionality of the Dental 
Practice Act upheld. It was their 
thorough gathering of a voluminous 
amount of expert testimony, as well as 
customer testimony and data, that pro- 
vided the courts with overwhelming evi- 
dence of the magnitude of the illegal 
operation and the great danger to the 
health of the public. 

This material and evidence should also 
be invaluable to any other state having 
similar problems to ours, and what state 
doesn’t, for it is all available and the de- 
cision should have far-reaching effect. In 
our own local situation it should have a 
very salutory effect on the criminal cases 
which have been held in abeyance await- 
ing the outcome of the Supreme Court 
decision. It also should make more effec- 
tive the revocation cases in which men 
of the profession have been assisting the 
laboratories in their illegal practices of 
dealing directly with the public. 

We, the members of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society, indeed should be deeply ap- 
preciative of the outstanding service 
rendered by our attorneys and owe a debt 
of gratitude to the Officers, Board of Di- 
rectors, and each and every member who 
had a part in carrying on this fight to its 
successful conclusion, for their vision, 
courage, perseverance and faith. Over 
and above this, organized dentistry 
throughout the state and the nation 
should be ever appreciative of the tre- 
mendous sacrifice of monies and time 
made by those who actively took part. 
This also applies to a wonderfully. co- 
operative Central Office staff. Well done!

Opinion of the Supreme Court of Illinois 


The People ex rel. Chicago Dental Society et al., Appellees, v. A. A. A. Den- 
tal Laboratories, Inc., et al.—- (A-1 Dental Plate Laboratory Company, 
Inc., et al., Appellants.) Docket No. 33718; filed March 22, 1956. 


Mr. Justice ScHAEFER delivered the 
opinion of the court: 

In this case those provisions of the 
Dental Practice Act which relate to per- 
sons who manufacture and repair sub- 
stitutes for natural teeth are challenged 
upon many constitutional grounds. 

The action was instituted in the su- 
perior court of Cook County on the rela- 
tion of the Chicago Dental Society and 
a number of its officers, directors and 
members against 36 persons, groups of 
persons or corporations engaged in the 
dental laboratory business in Chicago. 
The amended complaint charged the de- 
fendants with practicing dentistry with- 
out licenses, soliciting dental patronage 
from the public by advertising and prac- 
ticing dentistry under the name of a 
corporation, company, association or 
trade name, all in violation of the Den- 
tal Practice Act. The relief sought was a 
permanent injunction restraining de- 
fendants from violating the act. 

The statute provides a comprehensive 
scheme of regulation of the practice of 
dentistry. The controversy centers pri- 
marily upon sections 5a and paragraphs 
(8) and (9) of section 5. Section 5 pro- 
vides that a person practices dentistry 
“(8) Who takes impressions of the hu- 
man tooth, teeth, or jaws or performs 
any phase of any operation incident to 
the replacement of a part of a tooth, a 
tooth, teeth or associated tissues by means 
of a filling, a crown, a bridge, a denture 
or other appliance; or 

“(g) Who furnishes, supplies, con- 
structs, reproduces or repairs, or offers to 
furnish, supply, construct, reproduce or 
repair prosthetic dentures (sometimes 
known as ‘plates,’) bridges or other sub- 
stitutes for natural teeth, to the user or 
prospective user thereof.” Ill. Rev. Stat. 
1955, Chap. 91, par. 60. 


The portion of section 5a which is 
most sharply disputed provides: “Li- 
censed dentists may employ or engage the 
services of any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to construct or repair, extra-orally, 
prosthetic dentures, bridges, or other re- 
placements for a part of a tooth, a tooth, 
or teeth. A person, firm or corporation so _ 
employed or engaged, when constructing 
or repairing such dentures, bridges or 
replacements, exclusively, directly and 
solely for licensed members of the dental 
profession, and not for the public or any 
part thereof, shall not be deemed or con- 
sidered to be practicing dentistry as de- 
fined in this Act.” The remainder of the 
section restricts the advertising activities 
of persons, firms and corporations so en- 
gaged. Ill. Rev. Stat. 1955, chap. 91, 
par. 60a. 

The effect of these provisions is to make 
it unlawful for dental laboratory tech- 
nicians to take impressions for false teeth, 
or to make or repair them, except when 
engaged or employed to do so by a li- 
censed dentist. 

By motions to dismiss the amended 
complaint, certain defendants attacked 
the Dental Practice Act on constitutional 
grounds. An order was entered on the 
motions to dismiss which found section 5a 
unconstitutional to the extent that it 
prohibited defendants from selling pros- 
thetic dentures (plates), bridges, or 
other substitutes for natural teeth directly 
to the user or prospective user, where the 
patient employs a licensed dentist who 
take the necessary impressions, gives an 
order or prescription therefor, and makes 
the fitting thereof in the oral cavity. 

After defendants had answered, the 
cause was referred to a master in chan- 
cery who conducted extended hearings. 
On plaintiffs’ motion the complaint was 
dismissed as to seven defendants or 
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groups of defendants. Decrees granting 
injunctive relief were entered by consent 
against two defendants, and a default de- 
cree was entered against one. In ac- 
cordance with the master’s recommenda- 
tion, the decree found that all but four 
of the remaining defendants were prac- 
ticing dentistry without licenses and 
permanently enjoined them from the 
practices described in the decree. In ac- 
cordance with the ruling made on the 
motions to dismiss, the decree provided 
that defendants might sell substitutes for 
natural teeth directly to users or prospec- 
tive users when a licensed dentist takes 
the necessary impressions, gives an order 
or prescription therefor, and makes the 
fitting thereof in the oral cavity. The 
plaintiffs have cross-appealed from those 
portions of the decree which reflect this 
ruling. As to four defendants, the decree 
found the evidence insufficient to show 
that they constructed or repaired den- 
tures, bridges or other replacements for 
human teeth except directly and solely 
for licensed dentists, and that their adver- 
tising did not violate any of the provisions 
of the Dental Practice Act. The com- 
plaint was dismissed as to them. One de- 
fendant died during the pendency of the 
litigation, and the complaint was dis- 
missed as to him. Twelve defendants 
against whom decrees were entered prose- 
cute this appeal; plaintiffs cross-appeal, 
and the appellants and the four de- 
fendants as to whom relief was denied 
are cross appellees. 

Defendants’ principal contention is 
that the statute deprives them of due 
process of law under the State and Fed- 
eral constitutions. Voluminous testimony 
establishes beyond doubt that the furnish- 
ing of artificial dentures is intimately 
related to the general health of the pa- 
tient, and that the mechanical work of 
making the denture is but a small part of 
the total undertaking, which always re- 
quires biological, physiological and path- 
ological knowledge, and sometimes sur- 
gical skill. This relationship justifies 
legislative regulation of dentistry, includ- 
ing prosthetic dentistry (Lasdon v. Halli- 
han, 377 Ill. 187), and indeed the de- 


fendants concede in their reply brief that 
the legislature can regulate the activities 
of dental technicians. 

It is argued, however, that although the 
general subject is within the legislative 
competence, the particular regulation is _ 
unreasonable, arbitrary and unrelated to ~ 
concerns of public health. It is pointed 
out that under the act no qualifications 
are established for the laboratory tech- 
nicians who make dental plates. Any 
person may do so, and the only qualifica- 
tion, it is said, is that the work must be 
done through the brokerage of a dentist. 
It is argued that the dentist is thus given 
what amounts to governmental control 
over the laboratory technician, which 
~may be exercised arbitrarily since no 
standards are prescribed. The technician 
is afforded no protection; his success is 
dependent upon the favor of the dentist. 

We emphasize at the outset that de- 
cision does not depend on our appraisal 
of the wisdom of the enactment, and that 
“it is for the legislature, not the courts, 
to balance the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of the new requirement.” (William- 
son v. Lee Optical of Oklahoma, Inc. 
348 U.S. 483, 487.) That we might 
regard certain provisions as unnecessary 
is immaterial if they can be said to be 
reasonably related to a legitimate legisla- 
tive concern. 

The aim of the statute is to restrict the 
practice of dentistry to licensed dentists 
with the exception that extra-oral work on 
dental appliances may be done by non- 
dentists who are engaged or employed 
by dentists to do it. To that end, dental 
technicians are prohibited to do work on 
dental appliances directly for the public. 
The evidence establishes that the knowl- 
edge and skill of the dentist is necessary 
in the diagnosis of the case, the taking of 
impressions, the issuance of instructions 
to the laboratory and the testing, fitting 
and adjustment of a prosthetic denture. 
It is argued, however, that the limit of 
legislative power is reached’ when the 
statute requires that the impression be 
made upon the order of a dentist who 
also fits the appliance into the oral cavity, 
and that the technician cannot be pro- 


hibited from selling the denture directly 
to the patient. This was the view taken 
by the trial court upon the motion to dis- 
miss, and as has been stated, the plaintiffs 
have cross-appealed from those portions 
of the decree which reflect that ruling. 

In our opinion the power of the legisla- 
ture is not exhausted when it has pro- 
vided that there shall be professional 
supervision at the inception and the con- 
clusion of what is essentially a single 
process. It may, if it sees fit, go further 
and insure that responsibility to the pa- 
tient shall not be fragmented, and it may 
focus that responsibility upon a member 
of the profession which it regulates. By 
that means, compliance with the require- 
ment that the dentist shall fit the ap- 
pliance in place and make the necessary 
adjustments may be enhanced, protection 
against inferior workmanship and mate- 
rials and exorbitant prices may be en- 
sured, and the dentist can be certain that 
the work for his patients is done by those 
in whose integrity, competence and skill 
he has confidence. 

Advertising by dentists is severely re- 
stricted. The record in this case shows 
that many of the defendant technicians 
have by persistent and blatant advertis- 
ing sought to deal directly with the 
public, and that control of dental patron- 
age has thus come into the hands of 
laboratory technicians who have directed 
it to such dentists as they saw fit. Pro- 
hibition of direct dealing between the 
makers of dentures and the public may 
thus be thought desirable to avoid the 
danger that the profession of dentistry 
may become “subservient to the business 
of those engaged in the making of plates.” 
Lasdon v. Hallihan, 377 Ul. 187, 195. 

Lasdon v. Hallihan is decisive of the 
central issue in this case and of some of 
the peripheral issues as well. The statute 
which was before the court in that case 
provided that dental plates might, 


“under certain specified conditions, be 
made by one who is not a licensed and 
registered dentist. Such conditions are 
(a) the impression from which the plate 
is to be made must be taken by a licensed 
dentist; (b) the person engaged in the 


making of such appliances shall not offer 
to sell them or the services rendered in 
the construction of them to the public 
and (c) the placing and adjustment of 
the plates in the oral cavity shall be per- 
formed by a licensed dentist.” (377 Ill. 
at 190.) The statute was sustained 
against attack upon the constitutional 
grounds here urged. 

The defendants, however, urge that 
the Lasdon case was in effect overruled 
by our decisions in People v. Brown, 407 
Ill. 565, and Schroeder v. Binks, 415 Ill. 
192, or alternatively that the Lasdon case 
was wrongly decided. In the Brown case 
certain sections of the Plumbing License 
Law of 1935 were held unconstitutional. — 
That act classified plumbers as master 
plumbers, journeymen plumbers and 
plumber’s apprentices, and required a li- 
cense for each classification. A journey- 
man plumber could carry on his work 
only under the supervision of a licensed 
master plumber. An apprentice could 
learn the plumbing trade only as an em- 
ployee of a licensed master plumber. A 
journeyman plumber seeking a master 
plumber’s license was required to show 
that he had been actually engaged by a 
master plumber for a prescribed period. 
An apprentice applying for a journey- 
man plumber’s license was required to 
show that he was to be immediately em- 
ployed by a master plumber. The court 
held that the act granted master plumb- 
ers a monopoly, and that it constituted 
an unwarranted exercise of the police 
power. 

The Plumbing License Law of 1951, 
adjudged unconstitutional in Schroeder 
v. Binks, 415 Ill. 192, was vulnerable in 
large measure to the vices which infected 
the earlier Plumbing License Law. The 
provision of the former statute requiring 
journeymen and apprentice plumbers to 
be employees of master plumbers was 
eliminated and a provision substituted 
requiring supervision by master plumbers 
of all plumbing work done by journey- 
men or apprentices. The substitution did 
not meet the prior objection. As we ob- 
served (415 IIl. at p. 197): “In all of this 
there is no suggestion that protection of 
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the public health is enhanced by the re- 
quirement that all of the work of a li- 
censed journeyman must be supervised 
by a master. Rather it appears that the 
roots of the requirement reach back to an 
economic pattern which is anachronistic 
today.” In neither of the two cases was 
any attempt made to show the existence 
of economic evils which might have been 
thought to justify legislative action, and 
none were apparent. 

There is in the present case no pre- 
scribed economic hierarchy, with access 
to each successive stage controlled by the 
dominant interest. Any person is free to 
become a dental laboratory technician. 
The statute places no artificial restraint 
upon him. His success is determined by 
the normal process of competition. By 
the statute his direct dealings are limited 
to those who are peculiarly fitted by edu- 
cation and training to judge the quality of 
_ his work. But in this restriction there may 

be protection for members of the public 
who lack the capacity to make an in- 
formed appraisal of the quality and value 
of the product, and protection as well for 
the economic independence of a profes- 
sion serving public health needs. The 
General Assembly has regarded the limi- 
tation in the statute as necessary to pro- 
tect the public and the dental profession, 
and we are unable to say that its determi- 
nation is entirely without foundation. We 
adhere to our decision in Lasdon v. Hal- 
lihan, and we are not persuaded to the 
contrary by Berry v. Summers, 76 Ida. 
374, 283 P.2d 1093, in which statutory 
provisions similar to those here involved 
were held invalid. 

Defendants also attack the validity of 
sections 5(a) and 18(b) of the act (Til. 
Rev. Stat. 1955, chap. 91, pars 60(a), 
72(b),) which limit the type of advertis- 
ing which may be done by those who are 
subject to the act. The objection is not 
directed to any of the specific restrictions 
which the act contains. Rather it appears 
to be based upon the assumption that the 
General Assembly is without power to 
restrict in any way the advertising of den- 
tal laboratory technicians. The contrary 
has been squarely held. Lasdon v. Halli- 
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han, 377 lll. 187, 194; Winberry v. Halli- 
han, 361 Ill. 121; see also Perlow v. 
Board of Dental Examiners, — Mass. —, 
127 N.E.2d 306; cf. Williamson v. Lee 
Optical of Oklahoma, Inc. 348 U.S. 483; 
Klein v. Department of Registration and 


Education, 412 Ill. 75; Roberts Optical 


Co. v. Department of Registration and 
Education, 4 Ill.2d 

Defendants further contend that sub- 
sections (8) and (9) of section 5 and 
section 5a violate section 13 of article IV 
of our constitution in that they contain 
matter not within the title of the Dental 
Practice Act, “An Act to regulate the 
practice of dental surgery and dentistry 
in the State of Illinois.” Section 13 of 


article IV provides that no act shall em- 


brace more than one subject, which shall 
be expressed in the title. The contention 
rests upon the argument that the making 
of false teeth is not the practice of den- 
tistry, and that, not being “dental sur- 
gery” or “dentistry,” provisions relating 
to this activity cannot properly be placed 
in the Dental Practice Act. The precise 
contention has been decided adversely to 
defendants. Lasdon v. Hallihan, 377 Ill. 
187, 196. 

Defendants make the additional con- 
tention that section 5(9) of the Dental 
Practice Act is special legislation of the 
character prohibited by section 22 of ar- 
ticle IV of our constitution and the equal 
protection clause of the fourteenth 
amendment to the Federal constitution. 
This contention was also rejected in Las- 
don v. Hallihan, 377 Ul. 187. 

By their cross appeal, plaintiffs contend 
that, irrespective of the extent to which 
four of the defendants may have dealt 
with licensed dentists, the decree is erro- 
neous in not enjoining them from adver- 
tising in telephone directories, by window 
posters, and by public display of speci- 
men dentures, and from dealing directly 
with the public. The decree found as to 
Martin Dorner, doing business as Capitol 
Dental Laboratories, and also as Dorner 
Dental Laboratories, that he had carried 
one-quarter page display advertising in 
the Chicago Red Book since March of 
1950, which included the following 


phrases: “New Tru-Fit Transparent 
Dental Plates— Emergency Repairs — 
Some Less Than 30 Minutes — Newest 
Types — Full or Partial Individualized 
Dentures Made By Master Technicians— 
All Plates Fitted With Gold Pin Teeth— 
26 Years’ Experience to the Dental Pro- 
fession.” A photograph shows that Dor- 
ner exhibited specimen dentures in the 
sidewalk show window of his laboratory. 
He also advertised in religious publica- 
tions and in a theater. All of these forms 
of advertising are clearly prohibited by 
section 5(a), with the exception of the 
use of the telephone directory. As to that, 
the statute permits an announcement 
“by business card.” The master found 
that Dorner came within the purview of 
section 5a but that he was not violating 
that section’s provisions relating to ad- 
vertising or announcements. This con- 
clusion was predicated upon the interpre- 
tation that section 5a contains “no limi- 
tation on the size of ‘announcements’ 
which can be made in a telephone di- 
rectory.” We disagree; the one-quarter 
page display advertisements referred to 
in the master’s report and the decree 
amount to a “media calling attention of 
the public to their business,” which is 
prohibited, rather than a “business an- 
nouncement” which is permitted. This 
conclusion applies with like force to de- 
fendant’s advertising in church publica- 
tions and in the theater and to his dis- 
play of specimen dentures in his shop 
window. While there is no evidence show- 
ing that this defendant dealt directly with 
the public, his advertising activities 
clearly show a purpose to do so, and in 
our opinion justify a decree restraining 
him from dealing directly with the pub- 
lic. The decree, so far as it relates to 
Dorner’s advertising, and in so far as it 
fails to enjoin him from dealing directly 
with the public, is erroneous. 

For the reasons stated concerning 
Martin Dorner, the decree is in 
erroneous as its affects (1) Carl F. Dor- 
ner, doing business as Ogden Dental 
Laboratory, (2) Thomas P. Shanahan, 
doing business as Shanahan Dental La- 
boratories and West End Dental Labora- 


tories, and (3) Comfort Plate Dental 
Laboratory. 

In 19 paragraphs the injunctional or- 
ders contain the following exception: 
“except that defendant may sell said sub- 
stitutes for natural teeth to the user or 
prospective user thereof where the user 
or prospective user thereof employs a li- 
censed dentist who takes the necessary 
impressions therefor, and who gives an 
order or prescription therefor, and who 
makes the fitting thereof in the oral cav- 
ity.” These parts of the decree adhere to 
the order entered on May 1, 1952, ad- 
judging section 5a of the Dental Practice 
Act unconstitutional in part. For the 
reasons which have been stated, these 
portions of the decree are erroneous. 

It becomes unnecessary to consider 
plaintiff's contention upon their cross 
appeal that the trial court erred in refus- 
ing to enforce subpoenas duces tecum to 
compel three of the defendants to pro- 
duce books and records for examination 
before the master in chancery. The de- 
cree against two was substantially the 
same as the decree against the other 
defendants who are appellants here, and 
what has been said is applicable to these 
defendants. The third of these defend- 
ants is Carl F. Dorner, doing business as 
Ogden Dental Laboratory, whose situa- 
tion has already been discussed. 

The decree of the superior court of 
Cook County is reversed with respect to 
(1) Martin Dorner, doing business as 
Capitol Dental Laboratories and Dorner 
Dental Laboratories, (2) Carl F. Dor- 
ner, doing business as Ogden Dental Lab- 
oratory, (3) Thomas P. Shanahan, do- 
ing business as Shanahan Dental Labora- 
tories and West End Dental Laboratories, 
and (4) Comfort Plate Dental Labora- 
tory, and the cause is remanded as to 
them, with directions to grant the injunc- 
tive relief sought. The decree is also re- 
versed to the extent that it provides that 
any defendant may sell substitutes for 
natural teeth to the user or prospective 
user where he employs a licensed dentist 
who takes the necessary impressions, gives 
an order or prescription therefor, and 
makes the fitting thereof in the oral cav- 
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ity. In all other respects, the decree is 
affirmed. The cause is remanded, with 
directions to proceed in conformity with 
this opinion. 
Affirmed in part, and reversed in 
part and remanded, with directions.

EDITORIAL 


VICTORY FOR THE PUBLIC HEALTH 


On March 22 the Supreme Court of the State of Illinois rendered its long 
awaited decision upholding the Constitutionality of the Dental Practice Act, 
and also upheld the decision of Judge Padden of the Superior Court enjoining 
22 laboratories from practicing dentistry illegally and doing business directly 
with the public, and by consent binds R. R. Donnelly Corporation from carrying 
display advertising in the Red Book. This is a tremendous victory for organized 
dentistry in its battle to protect the health and welfare of the citizens of the 
State of Illinois. It has been a long and costly battle over seven long years, one 
in which many times our hopes seemed dashed into utter hopelessness, one 
which saw those able to provide positive proof as witnesses often evaporate into | 
thin air. The Constitutionality of the Dental Practice Act was in question. 
Endless hours of testimony were presented before the Master-in-Chancery. 
Constant sniping and criticism harassed those entrusted with the legal phase 
and those who held office or shared the responsibility for carrying on the fight. 

At the same time the number of illegal operators increased with little more 
than token help from those entrusted with the enforcement of the Dental Practice 
Act. It is a tremendous tribute to Mr. Rall and Mr. Porter, our attorneys, and 
the Officers and Board members for the faith and confidence they had in the 
ultimate triumph of right and the protection of the health and welfare of the 

~ people. We will be eternally grateful for the guidance of our attorneys for there 
were times when only because of their calm deliberate advice were we able to 
continue or kept from doing those things which would have placed in jeopardy 
the work so laboriously begun. 

It would be well for each of us to say a grateful “Thank You” to the Almighty 
and to those who bore the brunt of this successful battle. Had this effort failed 
the danger and damage to the health of the public and to the prestige of den- 
tistry would have been tremendous. 

Each of us is very cognizant of the great cost in dollars and time and the 

inroads it has made into the reserves of the Society, but in view of the results 
obtained no one could honestly say that the $125,000.00 spent over a period of 
seven years was not a good investment in the protection of the public health. 
Six dollars per annum for each member of the Society is what it breaks down 
to—a rather minimal figure in view of the far-reaching results. 
- The enjoined laboratories will be forced to discontinue their activities; adver- 
tising in the Red Book, newspapers and other media will be prohibited. Those 
members of the profession who aid these illegal operators in any way will be 
guilty of violating the Dental Practice Act. It will also make more clear the 
necessity for more drastic penalties in our criminal procedures. It also should 
prove of inestimable value to our Board of Dental Examiners in dealing with its 
revocation cases. Then, too, the great wealth of evidence and testimony should 
be of great value as a source of information to those states which are confronted 
with similar problems. It will certainly be a tremendous boost to the morale 
and hopes of those who have been struggling against the menace of the illegal 
practice to dentistry. 

If you have wondered about all these details, there is a sound reason. Yes, we 
have won a wonderful victory but only an eternally vigilant and aroused mem- 
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bership can maintain our hard-won gains. Remember House Bill 1118 and the 
magnificent work of an aroused profession which defeated it? There will be 
other bills like it to test our best efforts; there will be new violators to be brought 
to the bar of justice; there will be need for a larger Department of Registration 
with a sufficient budget to do a real job and a more vigorous prosecution of 
violators with those found guilty receiving more drastic punishment. These are 
but a few of the problems which will continue to plague our profession and 
demand our dedicated and determined attention. 

Yes, we have won a glorious victory but lest it slip from our grasp and hard- 
won gains go for naught, let each of us who is a member of the Chicago Dental 
Society hereby resolve to do all in our power to see that we in no way aid these 
illegal operators. 

1. Do not send a patient or anyone but an employee to the laboratory or to 
pick up a case. 

2. Send complete and explicit instructions to your laboratory. 

3. Render as speedy a service on repairs as possible. | 

4. Above all, know your laboratory and be willing to pay a fair fee for a 
fine service. 

5. Treat your laboratory personnel as co-workers in this wonderful profession 
of ours. 

Resolve that each of us render the best possible service, that we do our utmost 
to conserve the dental equipment with which nature has endowed us, that 
we do not oversell our patients on our prosthetic services and, above all, that 
we do all in our power to protect the health of the public. 

Resolve to be ever vigilant to oppose any legislation which in any way might 
jeopardize the health and welfare of our people. Resolve to make every effort to 
keep informed, to know our legislators both in the state and in the national 
Congress, and to let them know of our deep concern and interest in matters 
which concern our communities. Resolve to do our utmost to see that those 
entrusted with the enforcement of the Dental Practice Act be given sufficient 
funds to do a reasonable job of law enforcement and that each of us do all in 
our power to aid the Department i in bringing violators to the bar of justice. 

Resolve to do our full share in supporting the activities of the Society with 
more than lip service. 

Only an informed, alert, determined, dedicated membership can sustain 
the victory we have so laboriously won. 

To our attorneys, Owen Rall and John Porter, the officers and directors, each 
member who had even a small part in our success, and to our Central Office 
staff the sincere gratitude of the entire membership and all of dentistry. 


A recent report from the American Dental Association’s Relief Fund shows 
that the dentists of Chicago and Illinois have achieved a fine record of contribu- 
tions this year.

DR. GRABER IS AWARDED 
PUBLIC HEALTH GRANT 


Dr. T. M. Graber, Director of Re- 
search in the Cleft Lip and Palate Insti- 
tute, Northwestern University, has been 
awarded a United States Public Health 
grant of almost $14,000.00 to carry on 
his studies of growth and development in 
relation to the Cleft Palate problems and 
to orthodontics. The major part of the 
research over the next three years will be 
done with a newly devised three-di- 
mensional x-ray apparatus. Using high 
power equipment and a rotating anode, 
exposures are of extremely short dura- 
tion. The machine designed by Dr. 
Graber permits taking routine oriented 


headplates at one degree intervals over a 
190° arc in any direction. From the in- 
fant studies now planned, the Institute 
hopes to gain valuable information on 
morphologic relationships and develop- 
mental patterns. This in turn should im- 
prove rehabilitative timing and _tech- 
niques.
